GLOXINIA CULTURE 


Gloxinias are fit companions for the tuberous rooted Begonias and the fancy 
leaved Caladiums. Their richly colored flowers are most outstanding. Start 
the tubers in 4-inch pots in a mixture of leaf mold, sand and a little well-rotted 
cow manure with good bottom heat. Keep shaded and as the leaves appear, be 
careful with the watering. You cannot do it with the hose, so make use of the 
old-fashioned way, the watering can, and go over each plant carefully, examine 
every one and don't apply water unless it is needed, on the other hand, they 
suffer every bit as much if they don't get water when ready for it, for they want 
a moist soil. Keep the leaves dry. It doesn't hurt to get them moist on a hot day 
early in the morming, but they soon go if you wet them every time you water 
the plants. They want a little shade most of all, but if you overdo it you may 


obtain foliage but no flowers.

A virus disease which 
causes yellowish streaks 
or blotches to appear on 
foliage. Often spread by 
aphids or  leafhoppers. 
Keep them under control. 
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
